Lord  Derby,  in  a  recent  address  to  the 
students  of  Liverpool  College,  touched 
upon  a  topic  which  our  modern  methods 
of  culture  and  liln  are  apt  to  leave  out  of 
sight.  “  Talent,”  he  aaid,  “  ia  but  the  edge 
ol  the  knife,  which  makes  it  pcuutrste 
easily,  test  whether  it  pewerrakee  easily  dw 
pen d.  on  the  foide  applied  to  it.  If  1 
w  ere  to  tett  yon  that  in  my  belief  that  par¬ 
ticular  quality  of  intellect ual  quickness 
and  sliai  poes*  in  by  no  means  tbe  first 
qualification  lor  a  Bucccaoful  career,  many 
people  would  consider,  in  these  days  of 
competitive  examinations,  that  I  waa  will 
folly  indulging  iu  paradox.  Bull  believe 
it  is  the  truth." 

If  Lord  Derby  is  right,  the  popular  esti 
mate  ol  intellectual  ability  is  wrong,  for 
the  popular  estimate  always  awards  the 
pre  eminence  to  clevernesa.  it  is,  however, 
a  fact  that,  to-day,  the  plodding  nalfc.u* 
rule  the  world.  As  between  the  races  of 
Nerthern  and  Southern  Europe,  the  teller 
are  the  quicker,  but  the  former  arc  do  min 
a ut.  The  Germans,  whom  It  was  the  cus 
tom  in  the  lmh  century  to  ridicule  aa  a 
phlegmatic  and  barbarous  people,  have 
cony: Jo  the  front  of  modern  civilization. 


man,  the  Amerimn  it  the  qnirker,  lint  the 
Englimiman,  it  is  claimed,  and  we  think 
truly,  lias  the  greater  capacity  for  sustain 
fid  intellectual •  exertion.  Whether  this  is 
owing  Ui  climate  or  •  touglier  muscular 
fibre  w  e  do  not  pretend  to  determine.  In 
i he  ancient  world,  the  deliberate,  resolved 
Homan  swept  down  tbe  acute,  versatile 
Greek.  The  imtlle  for  ascendancy  was  not 
won  by  the  swilt,  but  by  tbe  enduring  peo¬ 
ple  Nothing  stands  out  with  more  prom 
nenee  in  the  history  of  the  old  world  than 
the  slow  lies*  ot  itouies  growth,  it 
true  enough  that  Home  was  not  built  in  a 
d*T. 

Lord  Derby's  distinction  Iwtween  talent 
and  force  is  intended  as  an  encouragement 
to  men  whose  powers  unfold  slowly.  Na¬ 
ture  appeals  lo  have  no  fixed  tew  for  the 
development  of  the  human  faculties;  her 
great  mind*  lielong  to  bath  c tease*  Crom¬ 
well  and  Osar  were  civilians  till  middle 
life  ;  Cowpcr  and  Milton  wrote  thair  best 
poetiy  alter  they  had  passed  their  meridian; 
Franklin  kiffiw  nothing  of  eerewoe  till 
after  hr  had  retired  from  bus. new*  ;  Morse 
devoted  years  to  art  before  he  became  an 
wventor.  These  men  acquired  new  fami¬ 
lies  and  did  the  Work  that  moat  diatin- 
giriilir*  them  In  their  later  years.  The  ex 
ptanation  would  seem  to4be  lhat  the?  bad 
the  quality  of  force,  which  keeps  lbs  in 
rellcrtual  machinery  constantly  at  wnrk 
Laden  e  -ih  whatever  talent  they  poa*« toed 
—as  that  without  which  all  talent  i*  value 
Ires — pcislstinre — and  persistence  is  but 
soother  name  for  an  infinite  patiea
